PROPOSED AMENDED CLAIM 1 

1 . (AMENDED) A device for Insertion in a can provided with an opening and a 
flexible wall, the device comprising : 

- at least one tank insertable into the can in an operating position; 

- at least one release mechanism Insertable into the ran in operating position, 
said at least one release mechanism being capable of cooperating with the at 
least one tank in order to connect the at least one tank with the interior of the 
can in response to a lateral pressure exerted on said at least one release 
mechanism via the flexible wall of the can ; 

- a support means insertable into the can to support in operating position the 
tank and the at least one release mechanism in relation to the can, the support 
means having : 

- a fastener to fix the support means on the can close to the opening ; and 

- at least one housing to place the at least one tank which, in operating 
position, is adjacent and in contact with the flexible wall.
